bill,” the wire said. 

“On behalf of 3,000 affiliated or- 
ganizations, representing win-the- 
war interests of thousands of mem- 
bers, we strongly urge the Judiciary 
Committee to vote the bill out fa- 
vorably and allow the Senate to 
speed enactment of this vitally 
needed American war measure into 
law.” 

PLAYING POLITICS 


Washington observers pointed to 
the actions of Sen. Warren Austin 
(R. Vt.), a member of the sub-com- 
mittee which reported the bill un- 
favorably, as an indication of how 
some Congressmen play politic 
with the measure. 

Austin was one of 15 Republicans 
im the Senate that voted solidly for 
the anti-poll tax amendment to the 
Soldier Vote Bill, now the law of 
the land, which removes the tax as 
@ voting requirement for those in 
the armed forces. Yet when he voted 
on the Geyer-Pepper hill in com- 
mittee, he suddenly said that the 
Pepper bill was unconstitutional. 

National Negro Congress leaders 
have called for a mass campaign of 
pressure on these legislators to put 
an end to their see-sawing and to 
prevent further capitulations to the 
demands of Connally and Doxey.

The 
commonest reasons were: (1) 
That the war had taken attention 
from the candidates; (2) That 
thousands of voters had gone into 
the armed services or moved into 
war-industries areas. i 

The reason given for the poor 
showing in Harlem, in addition to 
Councilman Powell's, was that 
large segments of the Negro popu- 
lation had departed in search of 
jobs in war plants. Many sizéable 
groups are said to have departed 
for war work upstate. 


up Despite all this, there was no evi- 


dence, except in Albany and Bing- 
hampton, that newcomers upstate 
had swollen the tide of new reg- 
istrants. Albany and Binghamp- 
ton alone showed first-day totals 
exceeding those of 1938.

Lindbergh as our candidate, This 
isn’t a promise. It's a threat.”

defeatist movement who crowded 
the ornate Maccabees Auditorium 
cheered and applauded and 
stamped with their feet in approval) 
of their well-fed, immaculately 
dressed Fuehrer. This was the high 
point of the meeting, and the au- 
dience knew it. 

It followed almost an hour and 
a half of spread-eagle oratory in 
the course of which Smith told the 
story of his rise from an obscure 
minister to leadership as a fascist 
demagogue. He admitted modestly 
that “no other man in this genera- 
tion has lived a more dramatic life 
than have I.” 

Smith told of his courtship and 
marriage 20 years ago, while Mrs. 
Smith, a trim, white-haired woman 


who was sitting on the platform, 


beamed. On a chair behind. the 
fuehrer as he spoke was a tire to 
illustrate his platform plank of 
“Tires for Everybody.” 

There was plenty of buffoonery

To Scrap Pile 


The Times-Picayune of New Orleans, which has 
been taking an increasingly progressive stand in ree 
cent months, ran a moving editorial on scrap collect - 
ing in its Oct. 7 issue. It describes the sacrifice made 
by the little town of Lafayette, La., for the war effort, 
The editorial follows: 


For 19 years the Southern Pacific's 88-year-old 
midget of a locomotive, standing on the sward beside 
the railroad station, has marked Lafayette to travelers 
as a place of some importance. To the people of that 
city the engine that shoved the first construction 
train into the settlement three generations back has 
been something more than a symbol of present emi- 
nence. It has been the tie with the beginning of a 
modern city and the development of Southwest Louis- 
jana following the introduction of fast transporta- 
tion. Likewise, the relle has had its claim on the at- 
fections of railroad people to whom it recalls the 
tough pioneering which saw some men lose their for- 
tunes and others their lives in the swamps and 
marshes of coastal Louisiana. 

“The “Sabine,” as the engine was called, now goes 
on the scrap pile. It represents a genuine sacrifice to 
the people of the Southwest Louisiana city and the 
railroad, For the carefully preserved little locomotive 
is not replaceable. But also it is a worthwhile contri- 
bution to the war effort, since it adds more than 50 
tons of metal to the scrap heap.
